Paris, May 6.—A somber feeling per­ 
vades every class of society. The news­ 
papers without exception describe the 
disaster at the Grand Bazaar de Char- 
ite in the sober and simple terms be­ 
fitting so appalling an event. The catas­ 
trophe will always be remembered as 
one of the most fearful that ever befel 
a European city. Nothing comparable 
in loss of life has ever occurred here, 
except the fire which 
destroyed the 
Opera Comique in 1877. Singularly 
enough, that disaster happened in the 
same month of the year, and eighty 
persons were burned to death, while 
forty-five were officially registered ab 
missing. In aristocratic circles the 
numberless dinner parties and othei 
functions of a gayly opening 
season 
have been suddenly abandoned. 
It is now estimated that there wert 
about 1,200 persons in 
the 
building 
when the fire was discovered, about 
one-half of whom escaped unhurt. Some 
estimates place the number of dead at 
143; others at a still higher figure. 
Dr. Nachtel, who has directed the 
ambulance work, says that the numbei 
of bodies found gives a very inadequate 
idea of the number of victims as dozens 
were burned completely to ashes.

Friends Insist That He 
Was Only 
Technically Guilty, As His Milk 
Had Always Rated High

F. Wilkerson, a farmer at Fairfield, 
was before Justice D j w at Beloit yes­ 
terday on a charge of selling milk at 
the Fairfield creamery, that was balow 
the required standard, and was fined 
$25 and costs which he paid. 
He has 
been a patron of the creamery 
for 
years and the creamery books show 
the milk he brought has always been 
of a high grade. 
It is said that patrons of the Fair­ 
field Creamery had differed with che 
bulter maker concerning the test he 
was making of their milk, and it was 
agreed to call the State Dairy and 
Food Commissioner to test the milk 
some day for the satisfaction of all 
parties interested. 
It transpired that the day the com- 
mistioner visited the Creamery Mr. 
Wilkerson brought in a can of thirty 
pounds of milk and without any hesi­ 
tancy tendered it to be tested. 
What 
was the surprise of all present when 
the test was announced as below the 
legal standard, 
when the creamery 
books for several years showed that 
this patron bad always given an ex­ 
cellent quality of milk. 
Tw o E xp lan atio n s O ffered. 
He k e p t but a few cows and was 
known as a good feeder. 
He cjuld only explain the matter in 
two ways. 
Either some one had 
skimmed his milk during the night, or 
else the top had been left open and the 
heavy rain had spoiled it. The sequel 
was an order for his arrest, placed in 
City Marshal Appleby’s hands. 
Mr. 
Wilkerson was first disposed to make a 
fight, bat he cot Id not deny the test 
and so concluded to throw himself on 
tho mercy of the court. 
The msnager 
of the creamery accompanied him to 
Beloit, and verified his statement as 
far as known facts were concerned. It 
was a case of law applied to a person 
only technically ^guilty, Mr. Wilker­ 
son^ friends insist.
